The giant stalagmite. "Le Clocher." 


Is situated in the grotto of Dargalin, 
in France. 
The cave was discovered 


by chance in 1SSO, but 
nothing was 


known of it beyoad the first hall, which 
is 600 feet long. 200 feet wide, and 230 
feet high. 
The full length of use ram- 


ifications of this grotto totals more 
than a mile and a half. It contains 
twenty vast halls, a river 400 feet long, 
and three little lakes. The stalagmite 
named Le Clocher was upwards of 50 
feet in height. 


In 1396 M. Martrl turned his atten- 


tion to another part of Europe—Span- 
ish Majorica, in the Balearic islands.

where a natural marvel was said to ba- 
ineomnletely known.

explorer 


writes: "I refer to the Dragon's cave, 
on the eastern 
shore of the island. 


Since 1873 only one exploration of this 
cave has been made, and that took 
with them an inefficient guide, with 
the result that they lost themselves 
for a whole day, and became half deail 
from hunger and fright. Several years 
ago I was invited by the owner of tha

The crushing of seeds and nuts forth* 


oil which they contain and iii« prep- 
aration of feeding siuSs from the res- 
idue is. so far as Ecjland is concerned, 
a comparatively new industry. And 
one of the ruost Important phase* of 
this business is that which c*ct«n 
around (a» products of the oil palm 
and plays such a considerable part in 
the trade between the we*:: coast of 
Africa and Liverpool. This palm—a 
beautiful tree of the umbrella pattern— 
flowers about September or October, 
and the fruit ripens about four or five 
months afterward, the main crop beinj 
gathered from February to May. Tit 
fruit is gathered by natives, who as- 
cend the trees by means of ropes—sail- 
or fashion—and detach the masses of 
nut clusters, or "hands." as they are 
called, with a small ax or cutlass. The 
nuts are then heaped on the (round, 
covered with palm leaves, and teft for 
a v.-eek in the hot and more or less 
moist atmosphere, to ferment. During 
this process the nuts become loose ia 
their sockets and are removed by hand 
and placed in baskets. The next proc- 
esses a:m at the separation ot the nut 
proper from the seed vessel or peri- 
carp. First, huge earthenware 
pots 


are taken, with a capacity of abeul 
12 or 14 gallons, and in these are placec 
about half a hundredweight of nuts 
Water is added and the pot placed over 
a slcv.' wood fire. After two hours 
boiling the seed vessel is sufficiently 
soft to be squeezed'by the finders. The 
nuts are then placed in the bottom o 
a canoe drawn up on the river bank

There can be no sort of doubt, as 


Lord Salisbury intimated in his reply 
last night to Lord Connemara, that 
China is capable of becoming a strong 
naval power. It is equally beyond 
question that she cannot become such 
without external guidance and help. 
The emperor's government has recog- 
nized the condition, and is willing to. 
accept the needed guidance and help 
at our hands. Negotiations on the sub- 
ject are going on, and the prime minis- 
ter is hopeful of their issue. But he 
conld not forget the difficulties that 
have to be surmounted. 


The question is, whether the emperor 


and his immediate advisers are strong 
enough to overcome the 
tremendous 


opposition which will be forthcoming 
to any serioue effort to place the navy 
tinder effective English control. In 
any event Lord Salisbury is right In 
declining the task unless the officer 
who may be selected for it is allowed 
a perfectly free hand. We shall only 
be preparing disappointment for China 
and for ourselves if we permit 
the 


work of naval reorganization to be un- 
dertaken by any Englishman 
whoee 


action is liable to be overruled, as Capt. 
Long's was. No doubt, as Lord Salis- 
bury says, we must make the difficult 
duty of the Peking

easy as it can be made, but whatever

FISH WHICH TAKES BOARDERS 


Singular Case of °»" Animal Liirlnf; on 


Another. 


A verv singular case of commensal- 


ista (living on or 'with another) has 
just bsen made known by .M. Gadeau 
d« KervMe, says Science Gossip. 
It 


concerns the young of the marine fish- 
es .called false mackerel, which are al- 
most always found, in company with 
the suborder .of Targe medusae known 
as . rhizotbnes. 
These young Bshes 


awim .parallel with the'long axis of the 
jellyfish, and in the same direction as 
the latter. 
They remain above, be- 


neath and bekincl the animal, but nev- 
.er advance beyond its umbel. It fre- 
'quently happens that some of them in- 
troduce themselves into the cavities of 
the jellyfish, and are then visible from 
the exterior, owinu.to tha transparency 
of the host. Sometimes the school of 
fishes wanders a few yards away from 
the medusa, but at the least alarm im- 
mediately returns with great rapidity 
to occupy its former position. It is 
evident that the rr.sdusa very .effica- 
ciously protects the young fishes by 
means of its innumerable stinging cap- 
sules. This Is shown by the ,fact 'that 
when the fishes became larger they pro- 
tect themselves. 


and the natives tread out the nut 
from the encircling pericarp with thei 
bare feet. Three men will thus trea 
out -50 pounds in an hour. Water i 
then poured into tee canoe to th 
d=5pih of three or four inches and th 
nuts treated to the final separatin 
process by being rocked, stirred ani 
shaken.

But the 
water in the canoe has become cov- 
ered with a yellowish, oily 
scum. 


This is carefully collected in calabash- 
es and the pericarp fiber is squeezed 
and washed and finally pressed in a 
mortar to extract the remaining par- 
ticles of oil, and being of no further 
commercial value, is thrown aside to 
be used as.'fnel." Thus do the West 
African negroes supply us from the 
oil palm with. tv.-o valuable articles 
Jof commerce—palm oil and palm ker- 
nels. The 
processes employed are 


wasteful, no doubt, and the absence of 
means ot communication save by the 
rivers and creeks implies that many 
thousands of toes of precious produce 
are annually allowed to rot. This 
waste, however, is gradually being re- 
duced^ and .with the advent of much- 
required railways our supplies of West 
African tropical produce must be in- 
creased indefinitely. Tbe bulk of the 
paint kernels—or rather that section of 
them shipped to -England—find their 
way to Liverpool, and it certainly did 
not reflect creditably upon the enter- 
prise ot the merchants of tbe Mersey 
port that the major portion of such 
imports also figiired in the exports or 
transshipments from Liverpool to con- 
tinental ports.
